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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1-20 are objected to because of the following informalities: in 
independent claims 1,10, and 19, the word "a intake" should be changed to "An intake". 
Appropriate correction is required. Claims 2-9, 11-18, and 20 are objected to because 
being depended on claims 1,10, and 19 respectively. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 10, and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Weber (US Pat. No 6,497,507). 

Weber discloses a headlight apparatus comprising: a headlight unit having a 
head light bulb (3, fig. 1) positioned therein, a headlight case (5) adapted to be attached 
to a vehicle for accommodating said head light unit therein, an intake port (10) for 
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introducing air into the headlight case, an exhaust port (15) disposed at a 
predetermined position remote from the intake port for exhausting air in the headlight 
case, said headlight case enclosing said headlight unit in close vicinity thereto; and a 
gap (30) formed between said headlight case and said headlight unit for forming an air 
introduction path for introducing air from said intake port to the exhaust port (see figure 
1), wherein said intake port (10) is formed on a bottom of said headlight case, and said 
exhaust port (15 is formed on the mounting plate 6) is formed on a mounting portion on 
an upper portion of said headlight case. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 11-12, and 14-18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Claim 1 1 is objected to 
because in part recites "..the headlight case is constructed of two halves including an 
upper case and a lower case." This feature was not taught or suggested by the prior art 
of record. 

Claims 1-9, and 19-20 would be allowable except for the minor informality as set 
forth above in claim objection. Claim 1 is allowable because the headlight case attached 
on a front frame of a two wheel vehicle. Claim 19 is allowable because the headlight 
case is constructed of two halves including an upper case and a lower case.
